The system may be built under 
the ground outside the building, aud 
the effluent,

through a drain into a waterway or 
seep away in the soil. A septic tank 
is usually used. The bacteria in the 
sewage destroy the disease-breeding 
germs in the raw sewage, and the 
heat generatd by the depositing of 
the sewage breeds the innocuous bac­ 
teria germ which liquefies the saw- 
age. which is then disposed of in ni­ 
trification beds, composed of rock, 
cinders, gravel, or similar deposits. 
When covered with the bacteria these 
purify the liquids.
